Row the Politicians Are Spending the Heated Term 
The Deserted Appearance of the Fashionable 
Quartere—A Notable Financier—Gos- 
sip of the Stage and Clubs, Ete. 


New York, Jaly 17.—[Special.]|—The poli- 
ticians are out of the city. Croker is casting 
fies On the Motapedia; Shook is on his farm 
at Red hook; Grace is yachting on the sound; 
the wicked senator is cooling off at Long 
Branch: John J. O’Brien is watching the fire- 
works at Coney Island, and others‘are dash- 
ing about in the vicinity of the metropolis 
Mike ewallows circulating around an old barn. 
Seuire is the only man among them who is 
making a stir. To revenge himself on the 
mayor, he is lopping off the sinecures in the 
@epartment of public works. Honest men are 
getting their dues, for he has already saved 
the taxpayers nearly $90.000 a year. One in- 
cident in the pruning is worth noticing. All 
the men discharged are county democrats. 
They are filling the air with cries of distress, 
and cursing Grace for bringing on the fight 
with Scuire. The pressure for places in the 
custom-house caused by these wholesale re- 
movals is unprecedented The cellector is 
bending to it, and is pitching republicans out 
ef office so fast that the mugwump nefvspa- 
pers are howling, and the civil service tom- 
missioners threaten to interfere. 

Meantime District Atto Martine is rest- 
ing en his oars. He an no intention ef 
bringing the indicted aldermen totrial. He 
has locked up Waite, the informer, to keep 
him from the seductive influence of his form- 
er companions, and he is now talkiug about 
taking a vacation. Thus far the only alder- 
man tried has been the one who virtually ac- 
eused the district attormey himself ef com- 
peundinga felony. He has gone to Sing Sing 
but his case has been taken to the highest ap- 
pellate court, and his fellow politicians are 
anxiously awaiting the result. The appeal 
serves as an excuse for the postponement of 
the other trials untilatime when they may 
have an effect onthe fall elections. Jaehne 
Was arraigned on two counts Of indictment.

Billy Maloney will 
eome back, Jake Sharp will refill his bottle of 
milk, and John Keenan will eppest on Great 
South bay with a blue fish Squid. 

Meantime I have reason to believe that the 
district attorney is preparing for a fiank 
movement on the boys. I hear that he has 
the deadwood on them based on the Forty- 
second street and other cross4town surface 
railroad steals. The men who put up the 
money are said to have squealed, and the man 
who divided the boodle among his fellow 
members is said to have turned informer. A 
police justice and a prominent county official 
are 46 turned up in the expose, and the 
whole city is to be convulsed. If this is so 
Martine will be the most influential man in 
eity politics this fall.

A Notable Financier, 

New YorK, July 17.—[Special./—One of 
the notable figures that Isee hurrying through 
that human sea, Broadway, isa man slightly 
under the medium height in a gray busine 
suit with jacqueminot rose in his buattonho 
and an intent, earnest, yet good natured ex- 
greeren on big English-looking featnres.

ican. Itis Erastus 
the numerous foreigners who hgve won wealth 
and distinction in this country. Alexander 
Hamilton in statesmanship, Albert Gallatin in 
finance, A. T. Stewartin trade, Farragut ip 
war, and pow comes a man from Canada whose 
name is already well known in the United 
States as a financier and the organizer of va- 
rious business projects. He was horn in 1834 
in a little yillage near Toronto. In the sum- 
mer months he worked in the field for fifty 
cents a week; in the winter he picked upa 
scanty school education. His best education 
was in a printing office in Toronto, where he 
obtained emplyment as a boy of fifteen. He re- 
mained there until he was nineteen, acting 
first as a roller boy for an old style Adams 
press and finally as a type setter. His wages 
ranged from $1.25 to $5 a week. 

“The proudest day of Erastus Wiman’s 
life,” said one who knows him well, “was the 
day that he threw into his widowed mother’s 
lap the sum of $1.25, bis first week’s wages. 
Throughout his whole apprenticeship the same 
disposition was made of every dollar he earn- 
ed, for they were very poor. He had a young- 
er sister but no brother to share the burden 
with hig, Hehastoldme with glistening 
eyes how when he had achieved the great 
earning power of $5 a week, he and his slstel 
walked the streets of Toronto looking intoa 
the milliners’ windows toselect a bonnet for 
the dear mother that she might go to church 
on the following Sunday, and with what pride 
the adornment’was selected amd presented. 


} Long before he himself owned a house the 


good mother and sister were comfortably set- 
tled in a home of their own, ‘and years before 
he himself could afford a carriage, one had 
been provided for his mother, who, in her ad- 
vanced years, had become lame and unable to 
walk. With such a principle of self«acrifice 
and such industry as he early manifested, 
success Was only a question of time,” 

Leaving the printing office he joined the 
steff of the Toronto Globe as a co ial 
writer and compiler of statistics. da- 
ties brought him in contact with a large num- 
ber of business men, In time his acquain- 
tance extended toall the merchants 
and bankers of Canada.

Railroads in the Market. 


New YORK, July 17.—[Special,|—The stock 
market seems to be absolutely under the con- 
trol of Chicago speculators. They not only 
affect it by their manufactured reports in re- 
gard to the prospect of the crops, but also by 
the actual buying and selling of an immense 
amount of a certain class of 
securities. They don’t seem a ey to 
touch the trunk lines and the soa and 
southwestern railroads, but they seem to have 
an ute control of the Grangers and West- 
tern Union, and that is sufficient for them to 
be able to manipulate the market at their'ewn 
sweet will, As far as New York is concerned, 
it has been clearly demonstrated within the 
last ten days that with the exception of Victor 
Newcomb and the Standard Oi] people, there 
was no large operator in the market. New- 
comb, however. has of late became a power 
sufficiently strong to ,affect the market even 
withont the assistance of his Standard Oil 
friends, and he has been so surcessful for the 
last year or two that, his shy and retiring dis- 
position netwithstanding, he had accumulated 
a very large following. 
 Itis difficult to express any opinion in re- 
gard to the immediate future of the stock 
market, but if the crops are not as badly dam- 
aged as has been reported,and if European 
complications, which are beginning to be se- 
riously talked about, become mote pronounc: 
ed, we are likely to have avery strong and 
adyancipg market both for stocks and bonds, 
At the slightest indication of danger to peace, 
the .Kuropean capitalist, big as well as 
small, will putall hisspare cash in that class 
of securities which are likely to be the least 
affected by complications at home, and among 
which securities the American railroad bonds 
and shares will occupy a front seat, 

As far as the week’s market is concerned, 
there is nothing particular to record, except 
the weakness of the coal stocks and the slow 
sagging of Western Union, which was so fool- 
ishly hoisted under the cover of the Fourth of 
July festivities. 

There was recewed activity in St. Louis and 
San Francisco stock during the week conse- 
quent upon the process of consolidation with 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe road, re- 
cently referred to in this column, The ex- 
penses of this road ere at a ratio as low.as 
those’ of almost any railroad in the country, 
and in order to still further reduce them the 
company has under consideration a proposition 
to exchange its traffic agreement with the 
Atlantic and Pacific road for a joint guarantee 
of the principal and interest of Atlantic and 
Pacific bonds at four per cent by the St. Louis 
and Sen Francisco Atchison roads. If the

He maintained that the bill was in 
no respect hostile to the proper armament of 
the United States, but its purpose wastosecure 
a knowledge of the requirements of the occa- 
sion. 

Refering to Mr. Cutcheon’s remark upon the 
defenseless condition of the lake coast, he 
suggested that Great Britain was wiser than 
the gentleman. England knew that the mo- 
ment she began war with the United States, 
the United States meant that she should not 
bave a foot of ground on this continent, and 
she was not going to be guilty of disturbing 
the peace of the country. 

Several amendments looking to an increase 
of the amount of the appropriation were re- 
jected,

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THE MEXICAN REVOLUTION. 


Excitement on the Texas Border--Mexican 
Troops Arriving. 


New LAREpO, Tex., July 17—Excitement 
ran high in this city yesterday, caused by sen- 
sational reports coming im from Mier and 
Guerrero. It is said that the whole country 
in that section is in arms and that recruits are 
going there from the American side of the 
river. Buenato Das) an ex-revolutionist and 
bandit who had sojourned on the Texas side 
of the river for some time past has joined the 
insurgents in Mexico. Laredo has been 
chosen as headquarters for the government 
troops inthe northern part of Tamaulipas, 
Last evening a Monterey train overthe Mexi- 
can National road brought in 250 troops, who 
immediately went into camp atthe govern- 
ment barracks, and are awaiting marching 
orders from Matamoras. They are command- 
ed by Colonel Parras, an experienced soldier 
and anadapt at deposing troublesome civil- 
governors in favor of the supreme federal gov- 
ernment. 

BROWNSVILLE, Tex., Jaly 17.—Revoluation 
in Tamaulipas, Mexico, appears to be increas- 
ing, and troops in this section seem utterly 
unable to cope with it, ad already they are 
making demonstrations towards this side. 
Last Wednesday night twenty of them 
crossed and occupied a ranch, six miles above 
this city, but as they committed no overt acts 
they were not arrested. Today, however, 
Sheriff Britton received the following dis- 
patch from Santa Maria: 

Last night fifteen men, crossed from this side to 
La Balsa to join’ the ag? 5 Among them were 
Marcos De Luna, Manual Hinajosa, Bernado Gon- 
zales and other good ones. They are stealing 
gunsand pistols and horses from ranches in front 
ot here. They killed one man yesterday because 
he would not give up his pistols. 

Santa Maria is twenty-five miles above here 
on the river, and there is a small sub-post of 
United States cavalry stationed there. As 
the parties mentioned in the telegram are 
noted desperadoes and outlaws, indicted here, 
Britton at once left*with a force of deputies 
for the scene of action, and on his represen- 
tation, Major Kellogg sent up a force of cav- 
alry to reinforce the sub- post and prevent any 
invasion of American soil. Itis known that 
the revolutionists want arms badly, and as 
there isa large supply at Hyne’s stores, in 
Santa Maria, it is feared that they may be 
tempted to attack and captige them. 

MATAMARAS, Mex., July 17.—Further de- 
tails of the attack by Tapias’s men on the 
train at Copute station confirms the account 
sent yesterday. Colonel Prajadis Cauassos, 
with a forceof cavalry, arrived atthe station 
within an hour after thetrain had passed, but 
found that Tapias’s men had also left, It is 
thought he is predsing them closely, though 
no account of the fight has yet been 
obtained. The revolutioniste are raiding all 
the ranches and Thursday, near Solicieno, 
stopped a ranchero and demanded his horse 
and pistols. The latter refused and fired at 
one of the party, wounding him, when his 
body was riddled with bullets and strung to a 
tree onthe roadside as a warning to others, 
and his horse and pistols carried off in tri- 
umpb. The revolution appears to be spread- 
gis the state of Nuevo Leon.

The Preeecution Introduces a Foreigner Who Does 
Not Gite mm the Bvidence Expeoted—Tiie 
Tretimony of Waher, One of 
the Obicego Bonmb- Throwers. 


CuHicaao, Jaiy, 17—The courtroom where 
the trial of the anarchists is progressing was 
packed today. The disclosures of Gotfried 
Waller were of a character to excite the in- 
tercet of the public to the highost pitch. The 


sppearance of Waller as he gave his testimouy 
was very peculiar. He a medium 
sized man, With dark hair and laxoriant, 
bat well trimmed whiskers. Ho has a 
drooping nose and clear browh eyes. His fice 
was very pale, and bore an expression of shame 
and terror as he unfolded his sensational tale, 
revealing the secrets of Lehr and the verein. 
When the court was opened today, Waller was 
again placed on the stand. The witness testi- 
fed that the bomb given him by 
Fischer on Thanksgiving day last, with 
instructions to use it on the policeif they in- 
terfered with the meeting to be held that 
evening at Market street square. He kept 
in his house for two weeks then exploded it 
in the woods. Witness continued his testimo- 
ny, suhing that Schonerbett was at ‘the meet- 


op. 
' “Did Schonerbett say anything at the meet- 
ng?’ 

‘He said we should tell the other members 
what we had decided to do. He said the thing 
should commence if other places also.”’ 

“What do you mean by the ‘thing?’ ” 

“The revolution.” 

Witness testified that at a meeting held in 
Bohemian hall Sunday, May 2d, Engle and 
Fischer, two of the defendants, and a number 
of other socialists were present. Engle sub- 
mitted a plan, according to which, as soon as 
it came to aconflict between the police and 
the northwestern groups, bombs should be 
thrown inte the police stations. Then the 
R flemen of Lehr and the wehr verein were to 
be posted ata distance and shoot all who 
should come out of the 
bouses. That was to be kept up till we 
reached the city. We were to kill everybody 
who opposed us. . Epgle’s plan was finally 
adopted by the meeting. 

This concluded the direct examination. 
Counsel for the defense, after a conference? 
asked to have Waller's testimony stricken 
out. 

The court overruled this, and the cross ex- 
amination of witness was begun 

Witness was severely cross examined, but 
bis testimony remained unshaken. He said 
that no offers had been made to him to indace 
him to testify. 

Absorbing as had been the morning session, 
the afternoon far surpassed it ininterest. The 


’ first move on the part of the state was the in- 


troduction of another informer. This was 
Bernhardt Shrader who, the night preceding 
the bomb throwing, had been present in the 
conspiracy meeting at which Waller, the pre- 
vious witness for the prosecution, had been 
president. 

The second informer, Schrader, is a carpen- 
ter, and has lived in this country five years. 
He was born in Russia. His powerful frame, 
surmounted by a diminutive head, has a re- 
treating forehead, and his weasel eyes at once 
attracted the gaze of the courtroom, Schra- 
der’s bronzed countenance gradually became 


ashen, as slowly through an _é  in- 
terpreter, sentence by ne 
the assistant state’s attorney proceed 


to elicit from him statements concerning the 
meeting on Monday night in Grief’s hall, 
where Informer Waller was chairman, Schra- 
der said he reached the hall at 9 o’clock. The 
meeting was already in order. Waller was 
presiding. There were 30 or 40 present. It 
was agreed that if the police attacked any 
meeting then the anarchists were to mutually 
assist each other to destroy officers. Members 
of the northwest groupshould go to Wicker 
park station in case the police should 
makean attack. If any member had any- 
thing with him he should use it. Nothing 
was said about bombs. The attorneys for the 
state looked at each other and seemed slightly 
annoyed. They said: “Was anything said 
about dynamite?’ A shakeof his head was 
the response, and the faces of the prosecuting 
lawyers lengthened perceptibly. Another 
question was put: 

“In the meeting did you hear any reference 
to the word ruhe?’ 

Again a shake of the head. The subject 
was quickly changed. Schrader told of at- 
tending the Haymarket meeting. He was in 
a Randolph street saloon when the bomb was 
thrown, He left the speakers because drops 
of rain had begun to fall. Witness then told 
in detail his connection with Lehr and the 
Wehr verein. They dniled once a week with 


Springfield rifles. He was No. 32. There 
were four companies in the city. The total 
number he did not know. 


At this point Mr. Foster, for the defense, 
began to cross-examine, 

Nothing was said about bombs, the witness 
continued, either at the Sunday or Monday 
meetings preceding the explosion of the bomb. 

“Then in these two meetings no agreement 
was made,” asked Mr. Foster, “to throw bombs 
at Haymarket?” 

‘‘Not while I was there.” 

“Then it was not agreed to use dynamite to 
destroy the pplice at Haymarket?” 

“Not that I am aware. Nobody asked me 
to take a bomb to the meeting, I know that 
when the police should come each one should 
help himself.. No, not with bombs that I 
know. No, I did not anticipate any trouble 
at Haymarket sfter I left. When the bomb 
was thrown I was quietly sitting in the sa- 
loon. Yes, the sign of the Greek letter was 
the signal for meeting for months previous to 
the Haymarket fight. No, it was not agreed 
that there should be trouble that night, only 
we knew that if the police made an attack, 
then there might be trouble.”

Judge Gary was pounding his desk and the 
words of impetuous Ingham were lost.

THIEVES FALL OUT 


And Prefer Charges Agaimst Each Other— 
Bribing Members of the Assembly. 

Sr. Lovts, July 17.—The grand jury closed 
its investigation of the charges against. mem- 
bers of the house of delegates last night, and 
returned indictments against six of them. 
Waters, Pishon, Brueggemann, Gartenbach, 
Keenan, and one other, whose name has not 


been ascertained, were indicted 
fer drtnkenness in office, and Kee- 
néh, Pishon and Brady for 


bribery in connection with the investigation 
of the Casino theater investigation. when the 
bill revoking that theater’s license for inde- 
cent performances was before the house, The 
jury returned two other indictments for at- 
tempted bribery—one against Dr. Wellington 
Adams, the other against Charles A. Davis, an 
aitorney. These gentlemen have charge of 
the electric railway bill,and were present 
at almost every session of the house, 
urging its e. The bill 
failed to pass, however, and it is said that Dr. 
Adams became engaged at the members who 
had voted against the measure, and threat- 
ened in the lobby ot the hontse to show up 
some of them in such an unfavorable light as 
to make them decidedly uncomfortablé. Then 
followed the charges a st twelve delegates, 
that they were ineligible to office, having per- 
jured themselves by swearing falsely to the 
oath whenthey took their seats. This ex- 
posure naturally aroused the wrath of 
the accused and they determined 
to pay the dottor off in his own coin and gave 
information to the jury, which led to his in- 
dictment. This information being that he 
had offered two of the members a large sum 
aaa for their affirmative votes upon the 
ill, 

Dr. Adams states, however, that he never 
attempted to bribe these members, but that 
they,on the other hand, came to him and 
volunteered to vote for the bill for a certain 
money consideration. Bench warrants for 
the arrest of the indicted men have been 
placed in the hands ef the sheriff and Dele- 
gate Rishon and Dr. Adams, were ar- 
rested this afternoon and brought into 
court, where they furnished bondsin the sum 
of $1,560. Other warrants will be served as 
soon as possible.

ON CANADA’S SAFE SHORE. 


A Hypocritical Young Man Forges Pension 
Receipts and Skips. 

PirTssura, July 17.—Samuel K. Gay, chief 
clerk in the Pittsburg pension office, has prob- 
ably gone to Canada to join the great array of 
bank cashiers. Yesterday afternoon Pansion 
Agent Evrett discovered that Gay had forged 
the names of pensionersto three checks aggre- 
gating $800. An information for forgery was 
made before United States Commissioner Mc- 
Candless, and a warrant issued for his arrest- 
but before the officer could serve it, Gay got 
wind of the movement and quickly left the 
city. Rumor is busy with the case, and con- 
jecture is rife thatthe amount above stated 
may be only a fraction ef Gay's stealings. 
Several weeks ago an investigation of the ac- 
counts of the pension agent in Pittsburg was 
made and it was then found 
that there were several discrepancies 
involving considerable sums of money. There 
was every evidence of embezzlement, covered 
by falsification of * the books. Errett 
wasthen no:ified by the treasury department 
to look after his clerks, as some one was doing 
wrong. Nothing further was heard of the 
matter until lastevening, when Errett_tele- 
grapbed to Washingten that Gay had ab- 
sccnded. 

Gay was the son of wealthy parents, and 
some years ago he married a relative of Mayor 
Fulton. He was an exemplary young man; 
in fact, a strict attendant atchurch, quite ac- 
tive in the Young Men’s Christian association, 
and a prominent leader in the Murphy tem- 
perance movement. He took a great interest 
in lectures by clergymen, and was head and 
front of nearly all the movements to bring Mr. 
Talmage to Pittsburgh. Even his most inti- 
mate friends never saw anything in his con- 
duct that would arouse suspicion. Gay had a 
salary of $75 per month. 


THE TYPO BOYCOTTERS. 


Printers in New Haven Convicted of Con- 
spiracy. 

New Haven, Conn., July 17.—Judge Stod- 
dard’s charge to the jury in the conspiracy 
case against Benjamin T. Glidden, Davia T, 
McNamara, Thomas F, Mulcahy and J. Fred- 
erick Bueche, members of the typographical 
union, charged with conspiracy to injure the 
business of the Courier publishing company, 
occupied one hour on its delivery. The charge 
was generally thoughtto be rather favorable 
to the defendants than otherwise. The judge 
explained to the jury each of the six counts 
in detail, and cited many authorities having 
bearing on the case. 

The jury then retired and were out one 
hour, and when they returned the verdict was 
announced, finding McNamara, Glidden and 
Mulcaby guilty of each of the six counts in 
the indictment.

THE GREAT SCANDAL CAS# ON 
TEIAL IN LONDON. 


The Oourtroom “Crowded [With Bagor. Listeners— 
The Mysterious French Woman—A Servant 
Girl's Testimony —Sir Charles's Atewer 
~Interesting Points of the Trial. 


Lonpow, July 17.—In the divorce case of 
Crawford againet Crawford and Dilke today, 
Sir Charles Diike declined to state whether 
or not he had ever maintained criminal rela- 
tionship with Mrs. Crawford’s mother. Sarah 
Grey, a servant in the co-respondent’s om- 
ploy, being sworn, admitted under pressue that 
she bad met “Fanny,” the alleged French 
mistress of Sir Chariss Dilke, by appointment, 
six weeks ago, but did not remember’ what 
paseed at the meeting. 

Interest in the case has not diminished, but 
on the contrary has increased. The room ia 
which the trial 1s being carried on was even 
more crowded today than yesterday, It has 
developed that Mrs. Crawford recently made 
a statement tothe queen’s proctor, the exact 
nature of which is not known, but it is ex- 
pected that she will becalied upon to sub- 


stantiate it, and some new facts, . 
haps of a startling vi 
may be elicited. Public opinion igs 


beginning to raise an outcry against the En- 
glish divorce system which is declared to be 
scandalous.

It is the concensns of opinion that 
Sir Charles makes a bad witness, failing to 
answer questions asked until absolutely 
forced to and showing a general disposition to 
debate and quibble. One of Mr. Matthews’s 
questions which caused a flutter was: 

“Were you ever a lover of Virginia’s 
mother ?”’ 

The reply came: 

‘“T have been asked previously a somewhat 
similar question, and I must decline to an- 
ewer.” 

This response created a sensation. Durin 
his evidence Sir Charles declared . tha 
he had never kissed Virginia Craw- 
ford or made love or paid any 
court to her and had never been improperly or 
unduly familiar; in fact, that he was on terms 
of oidinary acquaintanceship with her. “My 
reasons for appealing to the proctor,” he con- 
tinued, “arose from comments of the newspa- 
pers and the general persecution. When I met 
Crawford I inquired after his wife’s health, 
using the nickname ‘Mc,’ by which he was 
always known.” 

Sarah Gray, Fannie’s sister, failed to re- 
member whether Sir Charles and Fanny ever 
had moments alone in Sarah’s house. Sarah 
was for twelve years in Sir Charles’s service, 
and never saw the slightest wrong between 
him and Mrs. Crawford. She never saw Mrs. 
Crawford enter Sir Charles’s bedroom, nor did 
she ever help to dress Mrs, Crawford. Contin- 
-> witness said: 

“I never myself behaved improperly with 
Sif Charles. Isaw my sister Fanny about 
five months ago. She is married now. Her 
name is Mrs. Stock.” 

Witness caused frequent laughter by her 
shrewd cockney replies. When asked if she 
—_ Mrs. Crawford by sight she replied, 
yy 0. ? 

Mr, Matthews asked, pointing to the corner 
where Mrs. Crawford and her two sisters sat: 

‘Do you recognize the face there?” 

Witness answered: “No,” 

The remainder of evidence tended to show 
that Mrs. Crawford frequently called at Sir 
Charles Dilke’s house. but nothing was 
elicited to prove that criminal relations ex- 
isted between them. 


A FRENCH DUEL. 


The Baron Fires at the General, Who Emp- 
ties His Pistol In the Air. 


Paris, July 17.—The duel between General 
Boulanger, minister of war, and Baron DeLa- 
reinty, arising from remarks of the baron in 
the senate on Thursday, relative to the ex- 
pulsion of the duke D’Aumale, was fought at 
9 o'clock this morning. The weapons were pis- 
tols. The place of meeting was in the forest 
near Mendon, five miles west of Paris. When 
the command to fire was given, Baron DeLa- 
reinty shot at General Boulanger. The lat- 
ter cooly awaited the result of the shot with- 
out firing himself. Finding himself untouch- 
ed by his opponent’s bullet, General Boulan- 
ger raised his own pistol and fired up into the 
air. The combatants then left the field. Gen- 
eral Boulanger returning to Paris, went 
straight to his office atthe war department. 
A large crowd had assembled to learn the re- 
sult of the duel and gave General Boulanger 
an ovation when he appeared. 

The official report of the duel says that 
Baron Larienty desired that it be fought with 
swords, but that General Boulanger had the 
right of choice and named pistols. Both com- 
batants fired when the signal was given and 
both were untouched. It was found that 
Boulanger’s pistol missed fing. The seconds 
declared that honer was satisfied and the 
combatants shook hands. Report does not cen- 
firm the statement that Boulanger fired in 
the air. 

The Temps account of the duel says that 
after the encounter, Larienty, holding out his 
hand to Boulanger, said: “I have never 
doubted your loyalty nor your chivalrous cour- 
age,’ and that Boulanger replied: “I never 
thought that you aecused me of personal 
cowardice, but I was anxious to face your fire.” 

Members cf the cabinet, and scores of depu- 
ties and senators, have visited General Bou- 
langer at the war department to personally 
congratulate him upon the bravery of his 
ection in his duel with Baron Lareinty.

The warrant was 
issued by J, W. McCurdy, J. P., and put in the 
bands of W. G. Langford, L. C., who soon had 
the horse in custody. The horse was identi- 
fied by Mr. Say, as he had

A TOUCHING PLEA. 


Old Phil Thompson’s Remarkable Defense 
of a Thief Just After the War. 
From the Louisville Times. » 


A few years afterthe war Ed. Collins, a 
shiftiess fellow of. Mercer county, was indicted for 
stealing cattle. The case came upbefore Judge J. 
C. Wickliffe, now United States attorney here,then 
cirenlt judge, The trial wasin the courthouse at 
Harrodsburg. Phil Thompson, Jr., was prosecu. 
ting attorney, and Phil Thompson, Sr., and Colo- 
nel Thomas ©. Bell, now assistant United States 
attorney here, appeared for the defense, Ed. Butts 
was circuit clerk. Collins had been a soldier in 
the federal army, while every man on the jury, 
the prosecuting attorney, circuit clerk and the 
judge himself bad fought for the confederacy. 

The witnesses were brought forward and a plain 
case of theft was made out against Collins. The 
only dependence of the defense was the testimony 
of Collin’s daughter, Rose, who was to prove an 
alibi. She was a beautiful woman, with well 
rounded figure, deep black eyes, a complexion in 
which the hues of health sat beauteously en- 
throned, and black hair gthat swept unconfined 
almost to the floor in long waves. She was made 
to tell her story for all it was worth, and Colonel 
Bell made a most tonching plea, appealing to the 
sym paties of the jurv for a beautiful woman in dis- 
tress,with ail the power of language he could sum- 
mon. But the veterans of Donelson and Shiloh 
weie unmoved. 

Then old Phil Thcmpson laid himself out to 
mystify them and raise a doubt of the prisoner’s 
guilt, and he, too, finally began to appeal to their 

aiiantry. In the midst of a glowing sentence, 

1owever, he found the jury yawning, looking out 

of the window, and wholiy inattentive. Breaking 
off his pathos, the old lawyer leaned back ona 
table a moment, eyed the jury quizzically with a 
homorous twinkle in his eye, and said: 

‘‘Look here, gentlemen, this steaiing was done 
og the war, and you can’t do anything witha 
men forthat. You, Tom Mundy!” he continued, 
turning and pointing to the foreman ofthe jury, a 
strapping big Kentuckian, ‘‘don’t you remember 
that sheep you stole in Powell’s Valley? Youecan’t 
convict Ed Collins.’”’ There was a general waking 
up of the jury, and a smile wentround. ‘And 

ou, Dan Bond; you know that horse you stole from 
ord Alexander in the spring of ’62? You can’t 
send a man to prison for stealing cattle.’’ 

The smile broke into an open guffaw in one or 
two placer,and half a dozen men on the back 
seats stood up. 

As the old man took up the jury one by one and 
recalled his short comings, the laughter became 
general and continuous. Finally he said: ‘And 
there’s my Phil. Wasn’t he one of Morgan’s worse 
horse thieves? What can he say against Ed Col- 
lins? And you, Ed Butts; you remember that raid 
on thatold Yankee sympathizer in East Tennes- 
see? And can you raise your voice against him? 
And his honor on the bench, if the truth were 
known—’’ But the rest of the sentence was 
drowned in ashout of ~My and uproar of ap- 
plause thet shook the building. 

The jury was out three minutes and they brought 
in a verdict for acquittal.

Me Carries Five Counties Yesterday Which Puts 
Hie Vote 286—Bacon Still Holds His 76— 
Returns From the Counties Acting Yes- 
terdsey—General Political News. 


Genera] Gordon carried every county which 
acted yesterday, increasing his vote of 226 by 
ten votes, as follows: Morgan 2, Butts 2, Cher- 
kee 2, Rockdale 2, Talbot 2. 

This gives him a clear two-thirds vote of 
the convention with only nine counties to 
hear from, as follows: Walker 2, Banks 2, Mil- 
ton 2, Wilkes 4, Crawford 2, Upson 2, Irwin 2, 
Berrien 2, Campbell 2—a total of twenty votes 
yet to her from. Of these it is reasonable to 
predict that Gordon will carry eight of the 
nine, which will make his total vote 254, 
or very near three-fourths of the entire vote 
of the convention.

The Kimball Withdraws the Application for 
Injunction. 


The Kimball house continues to sell liquor, 
wine and beer by the quart. 

How long this will be done cannot be told. 

Yesterday was the day for hearing the ap- 
plication for injunction against the city, but 


when the case was called Mr. Hoke Smith 
arose and said: 


“Mr. Mabra began business at the Kimball | 


house with the opinion of the city officers 
that he had the right to allow liquors sold 
and drank on the premises. At the time the 
bill was filled liquors were drank so near to 
the premises occupied by Mr. Mabra that per- 
baps he would possibly be held to have allowed 
the use of the liquors on the premises which 
be controlled, believing that the law allowed 

it. Since last Saturday, under the advice of 
bis counsel, Mr, Mabra has refused to allow 
drinking either in his store or near his store. 

He has yielded to the wishes of many citizens 
and has endeavored to place his 

business upon a line which cannot be 

questioned. He intends to.conduct his busi- 

ness, if unmolested, until October ninth, and 

to finally give it up, as his license will then 

expire.

& Peeples and J. H. Lumpkin, attorneys at law, of 
Atlenta, for Harrisog, Girardy & Winn, pelicy- 
holders ;’’ and that,under this bill, thecompany 
had been enjoined from purchasing its liabilities, 
He then appeals tothe stockholders for their co- 
operation to “erush out this attempt to wreck the 
compaby and rob us of our rights.’ 

Inreply to this charge of a purpose to wreck 
and rob, we snbmit for your consideration the fol- 
lowing facts, substantially alleged in the bill filed 
by usin behalf of our clients and other policy- 
hoiders who may become partiesthereto. The his- 
tory of this company, the peculiar character of its 
policies, its singular methods of business, and its 
forfeiture of theright to transact any business of 
ineuraneéc, show thatitseffort to purchase its lia- 
bilitics isin pursuance of a scheme to wind up 
and wreck the company, to ‘crush out” the policy- 
holcers and to divide the assets of the company 
among those who control its affairs. The 
“Gisgrace’’ of a failure was not to be in 
curred.

This was untrue, as the records would 
show. He had taken only five hundred dol- 
lars. 

Sixtb, it was complained that he had taken 
large fees, when attorney general, in certain 
cases against state officers. This was unirae, 
because in one instance where he recovered 
$98,000 he received only one hundred dollars. 

“He then fully explained his action relative 
to the Reagan interstate commerce bill, fol- 
lowing the explanation with a scathing review 
of Colonel Mynatt’s connection with railroad 
legislation.

A retrospective glance at financial matters shews 
wonderful and unexpected changes within three 
years past, the greatest of these being reductions 
in intereston permanent investments. Then it. was 
the rule in the money centers where money is al- 
ways abundant for investments considered first- 
class in character to net the holder from five to 
seven per cent, while in thesouth from seyen up 
ten per cent washad. Now, however, our country 
over itis out of the question to buy anything well 
known and readily marketable at any moment pay- 
ing better than four to five per cent, and many se- 
curities sell freely at a3@8% per cent rate. This 
applies mainly to state and city bonds, Govern- 
ment bonds command a premium whieh nets in- 
vestors only 234 per cent, and, as the debt is being 
deereased eonstantly by. bend calls, the price for 
the four per cents, which are not subject to call, 
will likely continue to advance.

IN WHICH HEGIVES THE FARMERS 
SOME GOOD ADVICE. 


The Velue of a Pea Vine Orep-— How t0 Gow Them and 
How to Cure the Vines—A House Full of Chil- 
dren—The Protibition Question-—Other 
Remerke From the Phildsopher. 


Sow peasijnow. It is not too late for a 
forage crop. 1 an’ not much of a farmer, but 
I do know the value of a vine crop. It 
makes the beat forage in the world and the 
most of it. I don’t sow for the peas, but for 
the vines. and I mow them while the peas are 
in the dough. The leaves will not fall off 
then and they are easily cured. It takes 
Shree or four days to cure them, but rain will 
mot hurtthem if they are forked over to dry 
again. I have had itto rain on them every 
day for three days after cutting and thought 
they would certainly mildew and spoil, but 
hey did not. A man can mow dowa two 
acres in a day with a common scythe, and it is 
ithe sweetest work in the world. When they 
mre put away in the barn take notice and see 
if they are moulding and if so then fork over 
and toss them to the other side. Air is all 
they want. The milch cows like them better 
than any other food, and they make the milk 
rich and creamy. Let the farmers 
sow an acre if no more. Sow on the 
stubble land and it will keep the 
land rich and mellow. The best upland corn I 
have seen is where I had peas last year and 
mowed them. Some folks think they must 
be turned under to enrich the land, but that 1s 
a mistake. It is the shade they give to the 

-Jand that enrichés it. Shade preiuces ‘am- 
monia. I don’t believe in turning under a 
crop ofany kind. Better let the grass 

and weeds decay on top and then turn under. 
Where I sow peas on galded spots for fertilizing 
I do not cut them, but lef them die on the 
land. It will not pay to harvest them on such 
spots. But on good land the vines will sprout 
again after mowing, and will cover the ground 
in a few days, and make more shade, which is 
more ammonia, which is more corn or wheat 
or cotton. Farmers, sow peas. I have four 
acres up now on my oat stubble, and they have 
almost hid the ground. I turned the stubble 
with an Oliver chill . one-horse 
lew. Then harrowed in the peas 
with a roller disc harrow: then rolled with a 
home made roller, which last is the best im- 


lement ona farm except the plough. Any | 


en Som make one. Make in two sections, 
each three feet long, and as near three feet in 
diameter as youcan get. Poplaris the best 
timber. Bore through with a two inch augur; 
that is. bore half way from each end, and ifa 
man has a good eye he can hit.the hole. If 
he musses it a little, the iron spindle will burn 
its way through. Let the spindle be only one 
and ahalf inches in diameter, and project. 
‘four inches, Put a washer between the roll- 
ers. Build a frame, iound. and let the end of 
the spindle supr it. Bolt the corners of 
the frame together. Bolt two upright stand- 
ards at each end for a plank seat to rest upon, 
and fasten the seat securely to the cross 
pieces. Then bolt ahd brace a good tongue 
to the front of the frame, and use your 
wagon doubletree. Then get aboard and pop 
your whip and ride. It is splendid riding. 
Carl does all my rolling, and Jessie rides with 
him sometimes. A roller beats any harrow in 
the world’ for pulverizing. In fact, I have 
never seen a ow that would pulverize 
much. This spring my land bréwe up very 
cloddy, but I planted corn and covered it 
with the clods and then rolled it, and it--was 
as smooth asa parlor floor, and every hill 
came up. I sowed my turnip seed SatutMay, 
and rolled them in, and they came up bafore 
breakfast Monday morning. Roll your wheat. 
Roll your clover seed. Roll everything you 
cay. As Byron says, “Rollon.” The weather 
is all right now, and we are breaking the 
middies out of the corn. Thecorn is in the 
silk and is big and strong, and I thought it 
was iaid by, but the middles look 
so bad I thought it best to “bustem.” It is 
the first good corn I ever saw that. never 
rad any plowing but a‘'run round.” We have 
to piow very shallow now to keep above the 
routs. The children’s crops are doing fine— 
the watermelons and goobbers and popcorn. 
These children are getting uppity and bigety 
ané monopolize my attention and keep Mrs. 
Arp busy. She is making some homespun 
bathing suits for them now. There are six 
little boys out here, and some girls, and they 
have to bathe every evening. Its grandma, 
grandma, all the day long, and they levied on 
me to build the dam higherso that the water 
“would be deep enough forthem to jump off 
ihe spring board. Theycallit a wash hole, 
and are learning toswim. I worked hard and 
raised the dam,and as I was going to the 
house to rest I heard a little rascal say: “He's 
a mighty good old man, ain't he.” But I get 
even with them; I make them work before I 
let them play. I made them pull every blade 
of grass out of the sweet potato vines, for 
neither the plow nor the hoe would get it all. 
They work very well at the start but soon 
they begin to grunt and@ talk about how hot 
the sun is, and they want to go to thespring 
every little while. They are good quarter 
mags, but haven’t got bottom for a four mile 
heat. They like to work with me when I do 
the most of it. It is their vacation, and a 
boy’s idea of vacation is unalloyed, undis- 
turbed, uninterrupted frolic and felicity. It 
is a mixture of fishing in the branch and 
bareball in the meadow and marbles in the 
front yard and breaking the bull calf and go- 
ing in a washing in the afternoon and some- 
thing to eat most every time of day. There 
_ @re no evening naps now to do any good, for 
its “vence your roundance and lose ground- 
ance and fat and stick and fat and go last and 
dubs and man in and kicks and ringance and 
you fudged, you fudged, it’s my go,” andI 
don’t know what all. Might as well try to 
sleep in a lunatic asylum. At night they 
sleep ou a paliet in the parlor and scratch and 
kick round and roll over and are 
all over the floor by morning. 
Id rather raise four giris than two boys. 
except during a war, but I feel more concern 
about the girls after they are grown. They 
get solonesome in the country and want to 
oto Atlanta. Butthey are very busy now, 
or lam crowding them with blackberries— 
splendid berries—and they are making wine 
and acid and jam and jelly. The boys pick 
about a peck a day, and could pick a bushel if 
we wanted them. It takes most as 
‘many jugs and bottles as the Atlanta prohibi-
